WOULD ACCEPT A DIVISION OF CITY WITH THE NEW WESTERN SECTION 
GOING TO ISRAEL AND THE OLD EASTERN ARAB SECTION GOING TO AN 
ARAB POLITICAL ENTITY. SHAYKH KAMAL SAID HE WAS HOPEFUL THAT 
THE VATICAN COULD BE BROUGHT TO SUPPORT AN ARRANGEMENT
